WHERE THE PEOPLE 


THINK IN CHERRIES 


During the past week the writer 


made a visit to Door county, In the 
northeastern part of the state,,where 
exist some of the largest cherry or- 
chards In the world, and where, to an 
outsider, at this time of tho year, it 
scorns as lit tho country was one -largo 
orchard. 
Of course, there are also 


many apple trees in that same dis- 
trict, but they uro not so much in 
evidence as the cherries, the latter 
being ripe, and as the crop is good, 
the trees present a handsome ap- 
pearance. 


There was a time, not so many 


years ago, when the land in Door 
county went begging at almost any 
price, as agriculturists had not dis- 
covered that tho soil or climate was 
particularly adapted for any special 
crop. 
Then a university professor 


went up there and looked things over 
and saw some of the apple orchards 
that luul been planted by (armors, 
and ho decided that the conditions 
were just right for tho growing of 
apples, 
Ho showed his faith in tho 


proposition by buying a largo tract 
of land and planting it to apple trees 
and small fruits, and it did not take 
long to convince some of tho natives 
thut the old follow knew what he was 
talking about, and tho result was that 
somo of the farmers who had boon 
scratching along for years with a 
mortgage on their farm, wont into 
the Irult business, paid off the mort- 
gage and had money In the bank. 


This was like the discovery of gold 


In California, and there was n rush to 
see who could be tho first to got a 
hand In the golden harvest. 
Stony 


land that was a joko at If 25 an aero, 
began to soil for ?300 an acre lor or- 
chard purposes, and 
there 
wuisn't 


much of it for sale oven at that prico. 
Those who already owned farms set 
out some troos, and others bought 
land and planted. 
Some 
of 
thorn 


knew nothing about horticulture, and 
were slow to learn, and they did not 
get along us rapidly as others, but 
they all made some progress, until at 
tho present tlmo tbo fame of Door 
county chorrlos has extended to every 
part of tho country. 


Ono concern wbnt into the proposi- 


tion on tho co-oporatlvo plan and they 
have an orchard with 70,000 troos 
In It, Those are mostly young trees 
as yet, but they aro bearing this year 
better than over before, and it Is 
quite a wonderful sight to ono who 
has never visited a place of this kind.. 


One of tho greatest problems that 


confronts the grower is harvesting 
the crop. It has boon especially hard 
this year, as the crop Is unusually 
large, and It naturally takes consid- 
erable outside help, and as the pick- 
Ing season is short It does not pay tho 
pickers to travel any great distance to 
engage In tho work. 
A number of 


Boy Scouts were working for one of 
tho big concerns, and boy fashion, 
they were not doing any more real 
labor than was absolutely necessary. 
They wore all lino mathematicians, 
and they discovered that 
if 
they 


picked eighty pounds ot cherries a 
day that this ain|ount would just 
about pay their expenses. 
So they 


contracted tho habit ot turning In 
just about 80 pounds oach day, after 
which tho remainder of tho time was 
spent In swimming or fishing, 
Tho 


manager saw that a largo proportion 
of his crop was going to bo left on tho 
trees, no ho got the boys together and 
talked politics to them for a tow 
minutes, stud at last reports ho was 
getting the crop In with more speed 
than had been done at tho start. 


There are a number 
of 
Indian^ 


from tho Onolda reservation at work 
In tho orchards, and they make some 
of the best pickers that they have 
there. 
Tho pickers receive at the 


rate of a cont and a half a box for 
picking, and they make all tho way 
from a dollar and a half a day to six 
dollars at the work. It Is needless to 
say that those'that make six dollars 
aro putting In full tlmo and aro not 
loafing any on tho job. A person 
with just an ordinary amount of 
energy can generally make about two 
dollars a day at tho work. 


There aro two varieties of cherries 


planted by those who havo any con- 
siderable slued orchard, ono ripening 
about two weeks later than the early 
ones, and this enables thorn to string 
tho picking out over a considerables 
length of time, which would not bo 
possible were they all of ono variety 
Tho chorrlos are all of tho rod var- 
iety, there being none of tho black 
kinds raised, Tho red 
ones 
look 


much more inviting and sell more 
readily, altho not so good for eating 
raw, as they are very tart unless left 
on the tree until doad ripe, which is 
never done if it can bo avoided, as 
they do not reach the market in such 
good shape, 


To give some idea of the amount of 


fruit thut Is shipped out ot there it 
might be stated that the Croon Bay 
& Western on tho biggest day of 
shipment took out ono train that was 
made up entirely of cherries, and 
many cars are shipped out each day. 


Thoy have a fruit growers' associa- 


tion over there, and this season the 
entire crop was contracted for by 
outside parties before it was rlpo and 
tho result is that it Is often dlfllcult 
to buy cherries right there, and they 
are never cheap, as the contract price 
this year was about $1.05 a crate. 
Then there Is a preserving company 
located there that offers to take all 
the cherries that is brought in, pay- 
Ing about the same price as the out- 
side men.. The only difference is that 
tho preserving company do not re- 
quire that the cherries be put into 
boxes and cnates, thus saving this ex- 
pense to tho grower,1 and t/he result is 
that a number who do not belong to 
the association sell to the canning 
company. 


One small grower there who has 


been Interested In the business for 
a number of years past, made tho 
statement to the writer 'that in live 
years, it no more trees aro planted, it 
will require 40,000 pickers to harvest 
the crop, mid as new orchards are bo- 
ing planted right along and' old ones 
enlarged, It is quite evident that the 
matter of harvesting the crop is going 
to bo quite a problem within a tow 
years, 


Naturally, with tho preponderance 


of cherries there at this time of the 
year, tho peoplo talk cherries, think 
cherries, and do almost everything 
but oat them,

WHERE THE PEOPLE 


THINK IN CHERRIES 


During the 'past week the writer 


made a visit to Door county, in the 
northeastern part of the state,,where 
-exist some of the largest cherry or- 
chards In the world, and where, to an 
outsider, at this time of the year, It 
seems as lif the country was one largo 
orchard. 
Of course, there are also 


many apple trees in that same dis- 
trict, but they are not so much in 
evidence as the cherries, the 'latter 
being ripe, and as the crop ds .good, 
the trees present a handsome ap- 
pearance. 
* 
There was a time, not so many 


years ago, when the land in Door 
county went bogging at almost any 
price, as agriculturists had not dis- 
covered that the soil or climate was 
particularly adapted for any special 
crop 
Then a university professor 


went up there and looked things .over 
and saw some of the apple orchards 
that had been planted by farmers, 
und he decided that the conditions 
were just right for the growing of 
apples. He showed his faith in the 
proposition by buying a large tract 
of land and planting it to apple trees 
and small fruits, and it did not take 
long to convince some of the natives 
that the old fellow knew what he was 
talking about, and the result was that 
some of the farmers who had been 
scratching along for years with a 
mortgage on their farm, went into 
the fruit business, paid off the mort- 
gage and had money in the bank. 
This was like the discovery of gold 


in California, and there was a rush to 
see who could be the first to get a 
hand in the golden harvest. 
Stony 


land that was a joke at ?25 an acre, 
began to sell for $300 an acre for or- 
chard purposes, and 
there 
wasn t 


much of It for sale even at that price. 
Those who already owned farms set 
out some trees, and others bought 
land and planted. 
Some 
of 
them 


knew nothing about horticulture, and 
were slow to learn, and they did not 
get along as rapidly as others, but 
they all made some progress, until at 
the present time the fame of Door 
county cherries has extended to every 
part of the country. 


One concern w'ent into the proposi- 


tion on the co-operative plan and they 
have an orchard with 70,000 trees 
In it 
These are mostly young trees 


as yet, but they are bearing this year 
better than ever before, and it is 
quite a wonderful sight to one who 
has never visited a place of this kind.. 


One of the greatest problems that 


confronts the grower is harvesting 
the crop. It Iras been especially hard 
this year, as the crop Is unusually 
large, and it naturally takes- consid- 
erable outside help, and as the pick- 
Ing season is short it does not pay the 
pickers to travel any great distance to 
engage In the work. 
A number of 


Boy Scouts were working for one of 
the big concerns, and boy fashion, 
they were not doing any more real 
labor than was absolutely necessary. 
They were all fine mathematicians, 
and they discovered that 
if 
they 


picked eighty pounds oC cherries a 
day that this am|oiint would- just 
about pay their expenses. 
So they 


contracted the habit of turning in 
just about 80 pounds oach day, after 
which the remainder of the time was 
spent in swimming or fishing. Tho 
manager saw that a large proportion 
of his crop was going to be left on the 
trees, so ho got the boys together and 
talked politics to them for a few 
minutes, and at last reports he was 
getting the crop In with more speed 
than had been done at the start. 


There are a number of 
Indiana 


from the Oneida reservation at work 
In the orchards, and they make some 
of the best pickers that they have 
there. 
The pickers receive at the 
rate of a cent and a half a box for 
picking, and they make all the way 
from a dollar and a half a day to six 
dollars at the work. It is needless to 
say that those 'that make six dollars 
are putting in full time and are not 
loafing any on the job. A person 
with just an ordinary 
amount of 


energy can generally make about two 
dollars a day at the work. 
There are two varieties of cherries 


planted by those who have any con- 
siderable sized orchard, one ripening 
about two weeks later than the early 
ones, and this enables them to string 
the picking out over a considerable 
length of time, which would not be 
possible were they aH of one variety 
The cherries are all-of the red var- 
iety, there being none of the black 
kinds nalsed. 
The red 
ones 
look 


much more inviting and sell more 
readily, altho not so good for eating- 
raw, 
as they are very'tart unless left 


on the tree until dead ripe, .which is 
never done if it can be avoided, as 
they do not reach the market In such 
good shape. 
To give some idea of the amount of 


fruit that is shipped out of there it 
might be stated that the Green Bay 
& Western oh the biggest day of 
shipment took out one train that was 
made up entirely 'of cherries, and 
many cars are shipped out each day, 


They have a fruit growers' associa- 


tion over there, and this season the 
entire crop was contracted for by 
outside parties before it was ripe and 
the result is that-it is often difficult 
to buy cherries right there,'and they 
are never cheap, as the contract price 
this year was about $1.65 a crate. 
Then there is a preserving company 
located there that offers to take all 
the cherries that is brought in, pay- 
Ing about the same price as the out- 
side men.. The omly difference is that 
tho preserving company do not re- 
quire that the cherries be >put into 
boxes and crates, thus^savlng this ex- 
pense to the grower* and t>he result is 
that a number who do not belong to 
the association sell to the canning 
company. 
One small grower there-who has 


been interested in the business for 
a number of years past, made tho 
statement to the writer (that in five 
years, if no more trees are planted, it 
will require 40,000 pickers to harvest 
the crop; and as new orchards are bo- 
Ing planted right along and old ones 
enlarged, it is quite evident that'the 
matter of harvesting the crop is, going 
to J>e quite a problem within a few 
years;, 
. 
' 
Naturally, with the preponderance 


of cherries there at this time of the 
year the people talk cherries, think- 
cherries, and do almost everything 
but eat them.'

The war has opened many new 


fields to women both in this country 
and Europe, but until now the male 
has been dominating the cow testing 
association work in the United States, 
although women have sometimes been 
employed in Denmark and Germany. 
There seems to be no good reason why 
a woman should not be able to take 
the place of a man in this work, pro- 
vided, of course, she has had the nec- 
essary training and experience for the 
work 
In fact, because of her tidi- 


ness, her easier entrance Into new 
homes, and the possibility that she 
may Ifc better able to interest tho 
farm women in the dairy business, a 
woman may be able to render more 
service in this work than a man 


Miss Bessie Lipsitss was raised on 


an 
Upper Wisconsin dairy 
farm 


where she took a full course, and 
later a post graduate course in dairy 
farming, in the University of Hard 
Knocks. But she preferred to have a

One of the greatest problems that 


confronts the grower is harvesting 
the crop. It has been especially hard 
this year, as the crop is unusually 
large and it naturally takes consid- 
erable outside help, and as the pick- 
ing season is short it does not pay the 
pickers to travel any great distance to 
engage in the work. 
A number of 
Boy Scouts were working for one of 
the big concerns, and boy fashion, 
they were not doing any more real 
labor than was absolutely necessary. 
They were all fine mathematicians, 
and they discovered that 
if 
they 
picked eighty pounds of cherries a 
day that this arojount would just 
about pay their expenses. 
So they 
contracted the habit of turning in 
just about 80 pounds each day, after 
which the remainder of the time was 
spent in swimming or fishing. The 
manager saw that a large proportion 
of his crop was going to be left on the 
trees so he got the boys together and 
talked politics to them for a few 
minutes, and at last reports he was 
getting the crop in with more speed 
than had been done at the start. 
There are a number of 
Indiana 


from the Oneida reservation at work 
in the orchards, and they make some 
of the best pickers that they have 
there. 
The pickers receive at the 
rate of a cent and a half a box for 
picking, and they make all the way 
from a dollar and a half a day to six 
dollars at the work. It is needless to 
say that those'that make six dollars 
are putting in full time and are not 
loafing any on the job. 
A. person 
with just an ordinary 
amount of 
energy can generally make about two 
dollars a day at the work. 
There are two varieties of cherries 


planted by those who have any con- 
siderable sized orchard, one ripening 
about two weeks later than the early 
ones, and this enables them to string 
the picking out over a considerable 
length of time, which would not be 
possible were they all of one variety 
The cherries are all-of the red var- 
iety, there being none of the black 
kinds raised. 
The red 
ones 
look 
much more inviting and sell more 
readily, altho not so good for eating 
raw, as they are very tart unless left 
on the tree until dead ripe, .which is 
never done if it can be avoided, as 
they do not reach the market in such 
good shape. 
To give some idea of the amount ot 
fruit that is shipped out of there it 
might be stated that the Green Bay 
& Western on the biggest day of 
shipment took out one train that was 
made up entirely of cherries, and 
many cars are shipped out each day. 
They have a fruit growers' associa- 


tion over there, and this season the 
entire crop was contracted for by 
outside parties before it was ripe and 
the result is that it is often difficult 
to buy cherries right there, and they 
are never cheap, as the contract price 
this year was about $1.65 a crate. 
Then there is a preserving company 
located there that offers to take all 
the cherries that is brought in, pay- 
ing about the same price as the out- 
side men.. The only difference is that 
the preserving company do not re- 
quire that the cherries be put into 
boxes and cnates, thus saving this ex- 
pense to the grower,' and the result is 
that a number who do not belc.ng to 
the association sell to the canning 
company. 
One small grower there who has 
been interested in the business for 
a number of years past, made tho 
statement to the writer that in five 
years, if no more trees are planted, it 
will require 40,000 pickers to harvest b 
the crop; and as new orchards are be- 
ing planted right along and- old ones 
enlarged, it is quite evident that the 
matter of harvesting the crop is going 
to be quite a problem within a few 
years. 
Naturally, with the preponderance 


of cherries there at this time of the 
year the people talk cherries, think 
cherries, and do almost everything 
but eat them.

Each local 
board will be at once Informed of how 
many men it must furnish and the ad- 


bors are directed to be present In 
person and to inform the men of their 
military status, Impressing on them the 
fact that disobedience of orders Is the 
gravest military crime.

toilet articles and a change of under- 
clothing, which the men are permlivpd 
to take with them to camp, will he 
inspected by the board, and the lists 
of men sent forward made out und 
copies of original registration cards 
prepared. 


Alternates Also Called. 


For each district live alternates will

ticularly department stores and mail 
order houses having a large commer- 
cial'business of their own, but which 
have sought to increase their profits 
by acting as middlemen between the 
government and the manufacturers on 
government contracts, are voicing seri- 
ous objections these days to the im- 
placable attitude of the council of na- 
tional defense, which Is objecting to 
paying a middleman's profit of 10 per 
cent to them when it Is not necessary 
and does not in any way benefit the 
government. One of the largest ot these 
concerns In the country is reliably re- 
ported to have much material on hand 
for sale to the government, but the pf- 
fer has been refused because the gov- 
ernment is able to wipe out the middle- 
man's profit on Its own account. Pur- 
chases made by the government before 
the-entry of the United States Into the 
war and Immediately thereafter, before 
the council of national defense was or- 
ganized for action,,are said to reveal 
the fact that on some contracts there 
were as many as four and five middle- 
men's profits paid to different factors 
In the selling process. Every encour-

licensing of agencies producing and 
handling them. 


The bill appropriates a fund or 


$150000,000 to be used In its adminis- 
tration floid $10,000,000 for federal pur- 
chase and sale at cost of fertilizer. 


Immediately afterward the senate 


adopted, without debate, the confer- 
ence report on the food survey bill, 
providing for a nation-wide survey of 
food supplies and appropriating. $12,- 
000,000 to carry on this work and to 
encourage production.

There seems to be a growing feeling 


that since we are building up from the 
bottom wo must devote more time tlian 
the new levies of our allies to the strut- 
egv and tactics of open warfare. It Is 
of'course, understood that many of us 
—how many no one knows—are going

ing at the training camps quite as 
thoroughly as the Canadians and the 
English 
Imvo done, Herbert Reed 


writes in the New York Independent 
Of course the trench charging, bayonet 
and bombing, through wire entangle- 
ments and fascines will be taught, but 
unless there Is a sudden change In 
plans I doubt if the complicated laby- 
rinths used over the northern border 
will be duplicated. 


There seems lo be a growing feeling 


that since we are building up from the 
bottom we must dovote more time than 
the new levies of our allies to the strat- 
egy and tactics of open warfare. It Is 
of course, understood that many of us 
—how many no one knows—are going 
to France, where trench warfare Is at 
Its height, but the powers that be have 
not been unmindful of the work of 
Von nindenbiirg early In the war on 
the eastern front, and they do not 
want to be caught flat-footed should 
the opportunity for swift open field op- 
erations on a large scale ever offer. 


It Is In such operations that the offi- 


cers of the line, the battalion com- 
manders especially, and the second 
Icutenants as a matter of course, need 
a larger vision than Is to be gained 
hrough the intensive study of trench 
varfare alone.

:capitol has been completed at an ex- 
pense of approximately $7,044,000, in- 
cluding fixtures. When the unpaid 
bills are settled and account is taken 
of the money voted to repair the old 
.building for temporary use, the sum 
iwill reach $7,200,000. This sum is 
eight times the amount that had been 
spent all told on previous state capi- 
tols erected on the same spot. The 
new capitol reaches completion just 
eighty years after the first capitol 
building was started on the same 
ground. 


There doubtless will be a formal 


dedication of the new capitol, when 
the war is over. Senator Timothy 
Burke of Green Bay had a bill in the 
1917 legislature for that purpose, but 
Jt was withdrawn when the war was 
declared, 


According to a statement just filed 


with the secretary of state there has 
been spent In construction of the cap- 
itol building proper, $5,444,868.83 — or 
over half a million dollars less than 
the limitation fixed by the 1907 legis- 
lature. Decorations have cost ?604,- 
983.77; 
furniture, 
$238,880.72; 
the 


ground and approaches, $354,718.45 
and the heat, light and power plant is 
located half a mile from the building 
and "connected with tunnels $500,236.92. 
For the improvement of the old capital 
after the fire the state spent $40,663.77, 
making total expenditure to date of 
$7,084,851,96. From the appropriations 
of $7,255,917.66, there is a cash bal- 
ance of $171,065,70, but there are un- 
paid bills amounting to $95,332.71, 
leaving a cash balance after all ac- 
counts have been settled of $75,732,99. 


Of the total of $7,255,917.66 appropri- 


ated for the capitol only $1.350,000 was 
levied by direct taxes, $450,000 for 
each of the years 1909, 1910 and 1913. 
The remainder came out of the general 
taxes from railroads and other corpo- 
rations.

STATE ENRICHED BY PERMITS 


Motor Vehicle Licenses Amount to 


$834,142 During the Fiscal Year

The men will 
be directed to report to the local board 
at its headquarters not less than 1_ 
hours nor more thaia 24 hours before 
the time of departure for camp. 


From the time specified for report- 


in- to the local board for military 
duty each man called, to the colors 
"shall be in the military service of the 
United States." 


Plans Up to Boards. 


Before the men arrive at board 


headquarters the board members must

The tickets, with all papers relating 
to the party, including the copies of 
registration cards, will be turned over 
to the man in command, and the party 
will start for its training camp. 


It will be the duty of tlie commander 


of each party to watch over his men 
during the trip, to see that none is left 
behind at any station, that all are fed 
regularly and that no liquor is fur- 
nished to Them en route.

"Rye is generally seeded at the 


rate of 1 •% bushels an acre. 
Either 


the drilling or broad-casting method 
can be used for putting seed in the 
ground. (If sown the last week in 
August or the first week in Septem- 
ber rye fields may be used for pas- 
ture for stock both in fall and spring. 
Rye pastured as late as the middle of 
May will yield a good crop. 
"Wisconsin was formerly, a great 


wheat-growing state but her people 
turned all their attention 
to 
the 


growing of tills crop and consequent- 
ly the fertility of the lands was soon 
ruined and people gave up growing 
this great cereal. Farmers will never 
again plant wheat continuously but 
will follow a-three or four-year rota- 
tion, seeding clover .asi.one. of .the ro- 
tation crops, and there is no reason 
why it cannot be successfully ana

perfect body, but no one has control 
over his body at birth, and sometimes 
an unkind Pate sends into this wlrld 
a little baby with a crippled limb, a 
crooked back, a harollp, a cleft palate1 
or .some other physical defect, which, 
Ii' left untreated, would all his life 
handicap him in the race of those 
more nearly physically perfect. Meas- 
ure of success of his whole life may 
depend entirely upon the care and 
treatment given him in infancy, by 
those responsible for his welfare. 


Modern surgery does wonderful 


things, and often the crippjed limb 
can be made strong, the crooked buck 
made straight and the harelip' made 
perfect, if only the work is done at 
the right time. 


Sometimes the parents of such a 


child are ignorant oi' what can bo 
done to remedy the trouble or when 
it should be done; or perhaps they 
think they cannot afford to pay what 
the skill of the surgeon demands. 


Tho 1917 legislature of Wisconsin 


has just passed two laws by which 
the state Itself is going to help the 
unfortunate babies, if their parents 
aro uruablo to do so. 
What a grand 


work for a state to do, to make able- 
bodied citizens'out 6f crippled babies, 


Briefly stated the new laws are as 


follows: 
By Chapters 98 and 105 of 


the Laws of 1917, the attending phy- 
sician shall, within twenty-four hours 
after the birth (sometimes special 
treatments should begin as early as 
that) of nuy child with a deformity 
or physical defect, directly notify the 
Slate Board of Health of such de- 
formity or defect, and the secretary 
of said board shall' in turn make a 
report thereof to the atate board of 
control, which is Instructed to place 
such child in "such appropriate hos- 
pital us the board may determine for 
surgical or other treatment and care, 
whenever in the Judgment- of the 
board, such child would be benefitted 
thereby, and such treatment has not 
bean or is not likoly to be otherwise 
provided." 


One of the il'aws also states that 


these reports shall be treated as con- 
fidential so that the name or address 
of the deformed or defective child 
shall not be divulged in any news- 
paper, magazine or other publication. 


This little explanation is written so 


hat the mothers of Wisconsin may 
enow just what the law is, In the 
hope that they will co-operate with 
the doctors in bringing all such un- 
fortunate children, up to the age of 
14 years, to the place where they can 
get the necessary care and surgical 
treatment.

Despite the fact that the call to the fields 


came too late to affect the winter wheat crop, 
tho middle Western farmer has made tremendous 
advances In Increasing the acreage of his other 
food crops, such as corn, oats, rye and other farm 
products. Present Indications arc- that the wheat 
crop will not t>o largo enough to much more than 
meet tho needs of America, let alone tho expor- 
tation of large quantities of this product which 
must bo made to the allies, but famine Is still a 
distant specter? For the first time In Its history 
the world Is going to learn a valuable lesson In 
domestic economy, and that is the adaptation of 
other farm products for food purposes. 
One of 


tho first results will be a world-wide campaign 
to dethrone King Wheat and enthrone King Corn, 
whose monarchy heretofore has scarcely extend- 
ed beyond the boundaries of tho United States. 


the bumper corn crop which the middle West 


will raise this summer, barring such unforeseen 
calamities as drought and Hoods, will stave off 
hunger for a large portion of the world. Pros- 
ont Indications are that the corn acreage in the 
^ 


12 great corn states of the country will bo In- 
creased from 20 to 30 per cent, or even more In 
some localities, due to the fact that thousands of 
acres of winter wheat lands were made useless 
for that purpose by the severe cold weather, 
which killed the wheat. An Increase of 20 per 
cent in the acreage planted In corn will add ap- 
proximately 500,000,000 bushels of corn to tho 
nation's crop. A largo portion of. this Increased 
yield will go to European allies of the United 
States and to neutral nations. It is probable that 
Undo Sam vvtJI have to send sonic of his experts 
In domestic science abroad to Instruct tho huro- 
ponn In tho 'value and methods of preparing corn 
as a food product.

Tho nation's corn crop has averaged 3,000,OW,- 


000 bushels In the last few years, a no Inconsid- 
erable mark In Itself, but reports collected by ag- 
ricultural 'experts from the middle West Indicate 
that tho 1017 crop will approximate 3,500,000,000 
bushels. 
The ^banner corn states of tho Union 


arc prepared to do their share In tho drive for 
Increased food production. Conservative estimates 
'of what some of the loading states In tho corn- 
l>elt region will do this year are: 
Illinois, 400,- 


•000000 bushels; Iowa, 325,000,000 to 350,000,000 
bushels: Nebraska, 250,000,000 bushels; Missouri,

states 
as Minnesota, South Dakota, 


North Dakota, Wisconsin and Michigan will have 
greatly Increased acreages of corn this season, 
'duo to several reasons. 
In tho Western group of 


states wMch lie In the heart of tho wheat belt 
thousands; of acres of winter wheat wore killed 
during the winter. 
Despite the fact that tho 


spring wheat acreage planted this year Is unusu- 
ally larger, there still remained many thousands 
of acres of land which could bo used for no other 
purpose than for com or oats, two of the loaders 
In the great trio of farm crops. 


Tho harvest this summer Is likely to sco a rec- 


ord-breaking crop of oats, approximating 2,000,- 
000000 ttishels. Tremendous increases will also 
ho made In the rye, kaflr corn sorghum and for- 
luce crops, all of which arc Important factors In 
Mipplylnr tho tables of the. world with Important 
food products.. It Is this latter activity In plant- 
Ing gret.tly increased acreages of the minor crops 
that Is expected to bring on a small revolution In 
fanning circles. Instead of depending upon one, 
two or three of the big trio of crops, the farmer 
Is devoting his energy to tho growing of other 
crops which supplement the food products gained 
from wheat, corn and oats. Thus, In tho case of 
u failure of any of the Important crops, America 
will have plenty of substitutes to fall back upon.

The mobilization of the farms for war service 


has boon conducted along many lines of service. 
Close co-ordination between all branches of the 
industry has given tremendous Impetus to the 
campaign to Increase the nation's food supply. 


Travelers who pass through tho middle West 


this year will sec scenes along railroad property 
comparable to'those In Europe, where the farm- 
ers have been cultivating such Idle ground for 
years. In some states, notably Iowa and Kansas, 
well-defined stops have boon taken , to encourage 
the planting of certain useful crops along the 
roadsides. Iowa has more than 200,000 acres of 
unused land along Us public highways which 
could be drafted for this purpose, while Kansas 
hits more than 150,000 acres, according to a recent 
survey. 
It is safe to say that virtually every aero of 


land which can 'ho handled conveniently during 
the summer months has been placed under culti- 
vation in Iowa and the surrounding states. 
The 


labor shortage Is so serious that thousands ol 
farmers have .been greatly handlcappecMn putting, 
out Increased acreage because of the fear that 
they would be unable to harvest the crops unaid- 
ed ' It Is estimated that the middle West will re- 
quire an army of 500,000 farm laborers this sum- 
mer If tho food- crop Is to be saved in Its en- 
tirety 
Farm laborers can command almost any 


price for their services, but despite alluring of- 
fers they are hard to got. 
Canada Is paying as 


high as $75 a month for laborers, and in some 
cases is promising thorn free homesteads. In the 
Northern states farm hands can command wages 
ranging from $45 to $00 a month and board. A 
few years ago the farm hand who could get ?-u 
or $30 for his services was considered a genius. 


The patriotic service the farmers are doing 


fbls year and which they will be called upon to 
do next year on a much larger scale will add 
millions, if not billions, of dollars to the wealth 
of tho country. 
Mobilization of tho farm re- 


sources has been one of the most stupendous ^un- 
dertakings over attempted by the government; 
but It has succeeded admirably well for 1917, 
despite the late start. 
By 1918 every available 


resource of the middle West will be thrown Into 
tho production of vastly Increased yields of all 
farm crops.

He Asks to be Left Alone

These are the questions that are asked and an- 


swered la Tho Eskimo, 
a monthly magazine pub- 


lished at Nome, Alaska, In the Interests of Eskimos 
of the northwest district of Alaska. 
V, alter 0. 


Shields, superintendent of the work of the bureau 
of education, department of the Interior, In north- 
western Alaska, who writes the leading article In 
this new magazine of the North, says: 


"The people who ask these questions, if they are 


really sincere enough to warrant any consideration, 
can bo divided into two classes. First, those who 
display their scientific knowledge by quoting the 
law of 'the survival of the fittest,' with the assump- 
tion that the Eskimo is not fit to survive. The 
second class claim a peculiar Insight Into the frame 
of mind of the ancient Eskimo, who, they assert, 
was an especially contented individual, and further- 
more they insist that the Eskimo of today Is not 
contented. 


Eskimo Fit and Able. 


"This set of critics insists on taking 'the position, 


Indefensible In this day and generation, that educa- 
tion is a bad thing for a people. The cla m of our 
service Is that the Eskimo by reason, of his Inher- 
ent dualities and because of his geographical posi- 
tion Is fit and able to survive, and we claim that by 
our system of education'for him we are making 
him not only more fit to -survive, but that he will 
be a vital factor In the development of northern 
Alaska. 
"The Eskimo Is not dependent. On tho contrary, 


he is, even In the present condition, a real and vital 
factor In the wealth of the country. He has never 
received a ration from the government; ho can sup- 
port himself, not always according to our stand- 
ards, It Is true, but It is better for him to.eat strict- 
ly native food than for him to learn to expect the 
government to support him. tfhe wall so .often 
hoard from Ignorant but presumably charitable 
people, 'Why don't you give tho poor people some 
food?' If hooded would make paupers of a self-sup- 
porting and noble race. We are proud of tho fact 
that we have not fed the Eskimo. We are proud 
of him as a man because he feeds himself. 


"One reason why primitive races have so often 


been pushed to the wall by the white race has, 
boon that tho white race has coveted and needed 
the land. As far .as we can.see, foe years .to come 
the whlto man will not make any attempt to push 
the Eskimo .off his part of the map. While there 
will undoubtedly be developments In mining, yet 
for a long time to corno the Eskimo will,, have 
plenty of room In northern Alaska. .Therefore, 
even If this northern part of .Alaska, through some 
unexpected development, should become desirable 
for a largo population, we believe that, with what 
development the Eskimo, has already received and 
tho additional development that even five years 
more of undisturbed possession of his northern 
fastnesses will give him, he will be well fitted to 
moot advanced economic conditions. 


"The keynote of our school system for the Eski- 


mo Is Its direct relation to the village life. Thus 
the school republic becomes the village council, 
the school garden soon becomes the village, garden, 
tho cooking class becomes the bread-baking class 
for the village, the clean-up of the school grounds 
becomes the. village clean-up, the bench work for 
the boys' class becomes the boat and slpd building 
center for the village. And, most striking of .all, 
the schoolboy who Is sent to tho reindeer herd as 
an apprentice In lour years becomes the trained 


bands In distress and fairly hysterical

REMINISCENCE OF POE. 


Tho painter, William Sartaln, contributed some 


recollection of Edgar Allan Poe to the Art World: 


"His biographer, Grlswold, has slandered him 


t/s Intemperate. 
My father said this was not 


true, and he was most temperate In drinking. It 
Is a considerable confirmation of this that Poe 
was a model of punctuality lu his reviewing and 
other work for the magazines during all the en- 
suing 15 years of his life, which comprises his 
literary career. In 1837 he moved to New York 
and after a year to Philadelphia, where he wrote 
some of his finest stories. For much of his lit- 
erary, career he was half starving. 
His labor 


over his writings is sho\vn, no doubt with some 
exaggeration, however, in his article 'The Phlloso- 


' phy of Composition,' written shortly after 
the 


publication of 'The Eaven.' 
In this essay he 


enumerates some.of his articles of faith, such as: 
Beauty Is the legitimate province of the poem; 
It Is a pure and intense elevation of the soul, not 
of the Intellect nor the heart. 


"But except'for these intermittent Indulgences, 


his addiction to stimulants must have been gross- 
ly exaggerated by his biographer Grlswold, whom 
my "father has said he had personally seen on 
quite bad terms with Poe. 
My father's acquaint- 


.'an'ce with him was the more close In the latter 


years of his life and, as his statements were most 
positive, these 'derogatory stories must he taken 
with a grain of salt 
The account I have given 


.of Poe's death after having been robbed of his 
clothes' seems, to me to be. so reasonable—and, 
moreover, based on my father's contemporary in- 
formation—that I cannot accept the story of .his. 
having been lured into the hands of an election- 
eering gang and' drugged, so as to be utilized for 
depositing ballots in numerous polling places."

This was not consid- 
ered seriously by those who contem- 
plated building and several erected 
homes in the street. The congregation 
of the House of Israel erected a syna- 
gogue. 
The street became a much- 


used thoroughfare. 


Fences the Street. 


Now the supreme court says that 


Mrs. Betti was right. While the mill 
of justice was slowly grinding Mrs. 
Betti sold her property, including the 
"street," to Peter Piante. The first 
action of Mr. Plante when the decision 
•was given was to ask for financial con- 
tributions from those who crossed his 
property. When it wasn't forthcoming 
he built his fence. 


While the "street" was a fnke the 


fence is a first-class barrier. It is six 
feet in height and Is surmounted by a 
strip of equally first-class barbed wire.

Grape Juice—-Sfrup Made From Wind- 


fall Apples ,and Apple Cider— 


Here la a Fine Flavor- 


ing Sirup. 


(From the United States Department of 


Agriculture.) 


Various fruit Juices may be prepared 


In the home and bottled for future uso. 
Practically any fruit may be used in 
the first recipe following. 


Sterilized Fruit Juices.—The fruit 


juice may bo pressed out of fruit by 
means of n cider press, special fruit 
press, or other improvised presses; then 
heated In an acid-proof kettle up to 
110 degrees Fahrenheit. The fruit juice 
may then bo poured Into ordinary hot 
jars, hot bottles, or tin cans, and han- 
dled by the same directions as those 
for canning of fruit itself. If poured 
into miscellaneous bottles, it is sug- 
gested that the fruit juice bo sterilized 
as follows: 


Make a cotton stopper and press 


Into the neck oC tho bottle and leave 
during the sterilization period. Set 
bottlos In boiling hot water up to the 
neck of tho bottle, sterilizing the fruit 
juice for 30 minutes at a simmering 
temperature (1G5 degrees Fahrenheit), 
liemovo tho product, press cork lu top 
over cotton stopper immediately. If the 
fork ills well, no paraflln need bo used. 
If a poor cork, It may be necessary to 
dip tho cork in melted solution of wax 
or paraflin. 
Fruit juices and apple 


elder whon handled in this way will 
not "flatten in taste" and will k«op 
frosh for future use. 


Grape Juice fay Two-Day Method.— 


For homo use there are a large num- 
ber of varieties of grapes which will 
mako a pleasant and healthful drink. 
No mutter what the kind of grape, 


only . ^loan, 
j,onua . iruh 


should be used and It should be well 
rlpcubd, but not overripe. The grapes 
should first be crushed and pressed' in 
an ordinary cider mill or by hand if 
no mill Is available. 


Red 
Juice.—For 
red 
juice, 
the. 


crushed grapes are heated, to about 
200 degrees Fahrenheit before the.juice 
is separated from the pulp and then 
strained through n clean cloth or drip 
bug without pressured Thereafter,' the 
process is the same as for light-colored 
Juice. 


Grapo juice should be stored away 


in bottles or jars that are not too large, 
for after these have been opened the 
juice Is likely to spoil. 
If properly 


made, however, the juice should keep 
Indefinitely as long as it is kept in 
scaled bottles. 


Sirup Made From Windfall Apples 


and Apple Cider.—Add five ounces, of 
powdered calcium-carbonate (obtained 
at any drug store) to seven gallons of 
apple cider. 
Powdered calcium car- 


bonate (carbonate of lime) or, to give 
It Is common name, precipitated chalk, 
Is low-priced and harmless. Boll the 
mixture In a kettle or vat vigorously 
for five minutes. Pour the liquid into, 
vessels, preferably glass jars or pitch- 
ers; allow to stand six or eight hours, 
or until perfectly clear. Pour the clear 
liquid Into a preserving kettle. Do not 
allow sodlraent at bottom to enter. Add 
to the clear liquid one level tenspoon- 
ful of llrno carbonate and stir thor- 
oughly. Tho procoss Is completed by 
boiling down rapidly to a clear liquid. 
Use density gauge or candy thermome- 
ter and bring the temperature up to 
220 degrees Fahrenheit. If a thermom- 
eter is not available,-boll until bulk Is 
reduced to one.-sevcnth of the original 
volume. 
To determine whether the 


sirup Is cooked enough 'test as for 
candy—by pouring a little into cold 
water. If boiled enough it should have 
tho consistency of maple sirup. 
It- 


should not bo cooked long enough to 
harden like candy when tested. 


When tho tost shows that the sirup 


has been cooked enough, pour It.Into 
fruit jars, pitchers, etc., and allow It 
to cool slowly. 
Slow cooling is Im- 


portant, as otherwise tho suspended 
matter will not .settle properly and the 
sirup will be cloudy.

ITALY TO 


Can Gain No Advantage by Undue Ex- 


pansion on Ea'stem Shores of 


Adriatic, Declares Writer. 


It is, of four.se, evident that Italy 


has no advantage to guln from an un- 
due expansion of her territorial hold- 
ings on the (-astern shores of the Ad- 
riatic. Giigllolmo Ferrero writes In the 
Atlantic. Here the Italian population 
lives only on the coa.st, or near It, and 
for this reason Italy cannot spread 
her domination far into the interior 
without incurring the risk of coining 
into serious* nnd severe conflict with 
the subject Slavic population, or with 
those Slavic .states which will be In n 
position to Intervene In their defense. 


Italian mastery of the eastern coast 


would therefore be limited to a thin 
littoral strip of land, and one need not 
be n great .strategist to understand 
what a disadvantage it would be for 
Italy to have to defend a long lino of 
frontier a few dozen kilometers from 
the coast, behind which would lie a 
vast hinterland occupied by people 
seething with discontent at being cut 
off from the sea. 


If Italy, (hen, does not wish to be- 


come involved in long and arduous 
wars for the conquest of this hinter- 
land, her purposes will be best served 
by reducing to a minimum her terri- 
torial annexation on the further shore 
of the Adriatic.

Marmalades have 
a more Jellyllke texture and thin slices 
of the fruit appear suspended through- 
out the mixture. In fruit butters and 
pastes frequently less sugar Iw used 
than in jams and the product is more 
concentrated. Conserves may beaiade 
of large or small fruits, cooked In 
the same manner as jams. Sometimes 
nuts are added. 


In stirring jams use a wooden spoon 


or paddle, moving It across the cen- 
ter of the vessel first one way and then 
tho opposite, and next around tho pan, 
gc-ntly moving the mixture from the 
bottom of the pan, being careful not 
to stir rapidly or boat.

to 305 degrees Centigrade or 221 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, 'if a thermometer is 
used. 


If n cooking or chemical thermome- 


ter Is* available more accurate results 
can be obtained by its use.

Berry Jam.—In selecting berries for 


jam the ripe, broken ones will .give 
fine color and flavor, but about one- 
half the quantity should be slightly un- 
derripe. This Is necessary to give a 
jelly-like consistency to the product 
Cooking In small quantities also helps 
to retain color and flavor. Weigh the 
berries and allow throe-fourths of a 
pound of sugar to each pound of fruit. 
Eapld cooking with constant care Is 
essential. 


Peach Jam.—Two and one-quarter 


pounds peaches cut fnto small pieces, 
one pound sugar, six whole allspice, 
one cracked peach seed, one inch gin- 
ger root, one-half cupful peach juice, 
one-half teaspoonful whole cloves, one 
tcaspoonful cinnamon bark, one sprig 
mace.

Quince Paste.—Three-fourths pound

surgical or other treatment and care, 
whenever In the Judgment of 
the 


board, such child would bo bonollttod" 
thereby, and such treatment has not 
been or Is not likely to bo otherwise 
provided," 


One of tho ilnw.s also states that 


those reports shall he treated as con- 
fUlcntlul so that tho name or address 
of tlio deformed or defective child 
shall not bo divulged In any news- 
paper, magazine or other publication. 


Tills little explanation Is written so 


that tho mothoru of Wisconsin may 
know just what tho law is, In the 
hope that they will co-operate with 
the doctors in bringing all such un- 
lurtumito children, up to tho ago of 
1-1 years, to tho place whore they can 
got the necessary care and surgical 
treatment.

perfect body, but no one has control 
over his body at birth, and sometimes 
un unkind Fate sends into this wirld 
a little baby with a crippled limb, a 
crooked back, a harelip, a cleft palate 
or some other physical defect, which, 
it' left untreated, would all his life 
handicap him in the race of those 
more nearly physically perfect. Meas- 
ure of success of his whole life may 
depend entirely upon the care and 
treatment given him in infancy, by 
those responsible for his welfare. 
Modern surgery does 
wonderful 
things, and often the crippled limb 
can be made strong, the crooked back 
made straight and the harelip made 
perfect, if only the work is done at 
the right time. 
Sometimes the parents of such a 
child are ignorant of what can be 
done to remedy the trouble or when 
it should be done; or perhaps they 
think they cannot afford to pay what 
the skill of the surgeon demands.

Briefly stated the new laws are as 


follows: 
By Chapters 9S and 105 of 


the Laws of 1917, the attending phy- 
sician shall!, within twenty-four hours 
after 
the birth (sometimes special 


treatments should begin as early as 
tiiat) of uuy child with a deformity 
or physical defect, directly notify the 
State Board of Heaith of such de- 
formity or defect, and the secretary 
of said board shall' in turn make a 
report thereof to the state board of 
control, which is Instructed to place 
such child in "such appropriate hos- 
pital us the board may determine for 
surgical or other treatment and care, 
whenever in the judgment of the 
board, such child would be benefitted 
thereby, and such treatment has not 
been or is not likely to be otherwise 
provided." 


One of the il'aws also states that 


these reports shall be treated as con- 
fidential so that the name or address 
of the deformed or defective child 
shall not be divulged in any news- 
paper, magazine or other publication. 


This little explanation is written so 


that the mothers of Wisconsin may 
know just what the law is, in the 
hope that they will co-operate with 
thu doctors in bringing all such un- 
fortunate children, up to the age of 
14 years, to the place where they can 
get the necessary care and surgical 
ireatment.

advances In Increasing the acreage of his other 
food crops, sueh as corn, oats, ije and other farm 
products. Present Indications are that the wheat 
erop will not be large enough to much more than 
moot the needs of America, let alone the expor- 
tation of largo quantities of this product which 
must be made to the allies, but famine Is still a 
distant specter* For the first time In Us history 
the world Is going to learn a valuable lesson In 
domestic e'onomy, and thai Is the adaptation of 
other farm products for food purposes. One of 
the first results will bo a world-wide campaign 
to dethrone King Wheat and enthrone King Corn, 
whoso monarchy heretofore has sonm-lv extend- 
ed beyond the boundaries of Iho United Slates. 


The bumper corn crop which the middle West 


will raise this summer, barring such unforeseen 
calamities as drought nnd Hoods, will stave off 
hunger for a large portion of the world. 
Pres- 


ent Indications are that the corn acreage In the 
:2 great corn states of the country will be In- 
creased from 20 lo 30 per cent, or even more In 
some localities, duo to the fact that thousands of 
acres of winter wheat lands wero made useless 
for that purpose by the severe cold weather, 
which killed the wheat. An Increase of 20 pet- 
cent In the acreage planted In corn will add ap- 
proximately 000,000,000 bushels of corn to the 
nation's crop. 
A large pottlon of this Increased 


yield will go to European allies of the United 
States and to neutral nations 
It Is probable that 


Uncle Sam will have to send some of his exports 
In domestic science abroad to Instruct tho Euro- 
pean In tho value and methods of preparing corn 
ns a food product.

In some states, notably Iowa and Kansas, 
well-ilcHuod stops have boon taken to encourage 
the planting ot certain useful crops along tho 
roadsides. 
Iowa has moro than 200,000 acres of 


unused land along Its public highways which 
could be drafted tor this purpose, whllo Kansas 
has more than 150,000 acres, according to a recent 
survey. 


It Is safe to say that virtually every acre of 


laud which can be handled conveniently during 
the summer months has been placed under culti- 
vation In Iowa and the surrounding states. 
The 


labor shortage Is so serious that thousands of 
t'armois have boon greatly haiulleappod^n pultlnn 
out Increased acreage because of the fear that 
they would be unable to harvest the crops unaid- 
ed ' It Is estimated that the middle West will re- 
quire an army of 500,000 farm laborers thl.s sum- 
mer If the food crop is to be saved In Us en- 
tirety 
Farm laborers can command almost any 


price for their services, but despite alluring of- 
fers they are hard to got, Canada Is paying as 
high as $75 n month for laborers, and In some 
cases is promising them free homesteads. In the 
Northern states farm hands can command wages 
ranging from $-13 to $00 a month and board. A 
few years ago the farm hand who could got ?-.-> 
or S30 for his services was considered a genius. 


The patriotic service the farmers are doing 


tills year arid which they will be called upon to 
do next year on a much larger scale will add 
millions, it not billions, of dollars to the wealth 
of tho country. 
Mobilization of the farm re- 


sources has boon one of the most stupendous un- 
dertakings ever attempted by the government;

"The Eskimo Is not dependent. On the contrary, 


lie Is, even In the present condition, a real and vital 
factor In the wealth of the country. Ho has never 
received a ration from the government; ho can sup- 
IJDIt himself, not always according to our stand- 
ards, U Is true, but It Is better for him to eat strict- 
ly native food than for him to learn to expect tho 
government to support him. '/he wall so often 
heard from Ignorant but presumably charitable 
people, 'Why don't you give the poor people some

development the Eskimo has already received and 
the additional development that even five years 
more of undisturbed possession of his northern 
fastnesses will give him, ho will be well fitted to 
meet advanced economic conditions.

Practically any fruit mcy be used In 
the first recipe following. 


Sterilized Fruit Juices.—The fruit 


juice may be pressed out of fruit by 
means of a elder press, special fruit 
press, or other Improvised presses; then 
heated in an acid-proof kettle up to 
110 decrees Fahrenheit. The fruit juice 
may then be poured into ordinary hot 
jars, hot bottles, or tin cans, and han- 
dled by the same directions as those 
for canning of fruit Itself. If poured 
into miscellaneous bottles, it Is sug- 
gested that the fruit juice be sterilized 
as follows: 


Make a cotton stopper and press 


into the nock of the bottle and leave 
during the sterilization period. Set 
bottles in boiling hot water up to the 


nowever.

should be used and it should be well 
ripened, but not overripe. The grapes 
should first be crushed and pressed in 
an ordinary cider mill or by hand If 
no mill is available. 


Red 
Juice.—For red 
juice, the

is separated from the pulp and then 
strained through a clean cloth or drip 
bag without pressure. Thereafter, the 
process Is the same as for light-colored 
juice. 


Grape juice should be stored away 


In bottles or jars that are riot too large, 
for after these have been opened the 
juice Is likely to spoil. 
If properly 


made, however, the Juice should keep 
Indefinitely us long as It is kept in 
sealed bottles. 


Sirup Made From Windfall Apples 


and Apple Cider.—Add five ounces of 
powdered calcium- carbonate (obtained 
at any drug store) to seven gallons of 
apple cider.

are not whole or firm enough to use 
for preserves. 
No attempt is made 


to retain the original shape of the 
fruit, the finished product having a 
uniform consistency. Marmalades have 
a more jellylike texture and thin slices 
of the fruit appear suspended through- 
out the mixture. 
In fruit butters and 


pastes frequently less sugar is used 
than in jams and the product is more 
concentrated. Conserves may be made 
of large or small fruits, cooked in 
the same manner as jams. Sometimes 
nuts are added. 


In stirring Jams use a wooden spoon 


or paddle, moving it across the cen- 
ter of the vessel first one way and then 
the- opposite, and nest around the pan, 
gc-ntly moving the mixture from tho 
bottom of the pan, being careful not 
to stir rapidly or beat. 
Cook the jam 


to 10f> degrees Centigrade or 221 de- 
grees Fahrenheit,'if a thermometer is 
used. 


If a cooking or chemical thermome- 


ter is available more accurate results 


• can be obtained by Its use. The prop- 
er condition of the cooked fruit can 
be determined approximately, how- 
ever, without the use of such Instru- 
ments. 
For determining when they 


are finished most jams may be given 
the same test as finished jelly; that 
is, when a little is held a moment and' 
cooled in a spoon, it will not pour from 
the side of the spoon, but will fall in 
a sheet or flake. This is not true of 
jams made of peaches, cherries, straw- 
berries, and other fruits not contain- 
ing poctin, the jellying principle..When 
using such fruits, cook until the jam 
Is of the desired consistency. 


Well-glazed 
hermetically 
sealed 


stoneware jars with capacity of eight 
ounces and up, are suitable and at- 
tractive containers for packing jams, 
marmalades, etc. 
Large-necked bot- 


tles, glasses, etc., also may be used 
and sealed with cork, paraffin, etc. 


Jams and marmalades may be pack- 


ed hot in sterilized jars, gla'sses or 
large-necked bottles, and sealed imme- 
diately. 
When packing for market, 


however, It is far sa^er to proc-cas them 
both to insure sterilization and a tight 
seal. Process pints for 30 minutes at 
simmering (87 degrees Centigrade or 
188 degrees Fahrenheit). 


Berry Jam.—In selecting berries for 


jam the ripe, broken ones will .give 
line color and flavor, but about one- 
half the quantity should be slightly un- 
derripe. This is necessary to give a 
jelly-like consistency to the product 
Cooking in small quantities al.so helps 
to retain color and flavor. Weigh the 
berries and allow three-fourths of a 
pound of sugar to each pound of fruit. 
Rapid cooking with constant care is 
essential. 


Peach Jam.—Two and one-quarter 


pounds peaches cut fnto small pieces, 
one pound sugar, six whole allspice, 
one cracked peach seed, one inch gin- 
ger root, one-half cupful peach juice, 
one-half teaspoonful whole cloves, one 
teaspoonful cinnamon bark, one sprig 
mace. (Tie spices in cheesecloth bag.) 
Cook all together until thick as marma- 
lade and clear or until of the consis- 
tency desired (to 105 degrees Centi- 
grade or 221 degrees Fahrenheit). Pack 
hot in hot jars and' seal at once or 
process. 


Quince Paste.—Three-fourths pound 


powdered sugar for each pound of 
fruit pulp 
Wipe the fruit, cut into 


quarters, remove flower and core, and 
cook in water until very tender. After 
rubbing the pulp through a 
sieve, 


weigh it and add the required amount 
of sugar. It is then cooked until very 
thick. Scalded and chopped nut ker- 
nels may be added. The, pulp remain- 
ing after the juice has been extracted 
for quince jelly may be used also. 


Pear and Quince Preserves.—For 


pear and quince preserves, use the 
same proportion of sugar and fruit. 
Cut the fruit into .half-circle slices. 
Cook ,the fruit until almost tender in 
boiling water, drain, add the sirup, 
and proceed as for peach preserves. 


Apple Butter.—Measure the apples, 


wash to remove dirt, slice into small 
pieces, and for each bushel of apples 
add four gallons of water; boil until 
the fruit is soft, then rub through a 
screen or sieve.

Flavoring Sirup.—This sirup, as its 


name implies, is intended for use as a 
flavoring ingredient in the making of 
punch, sherbets, ices, etc. It is quite 
different from the heavy concentrated 
product previously described. 


To make the flavoring sirup add 1 


quart of water to each gallon of crush- 
ed grapes and boll violently until thor- 
oughly cooked—that is, until easily 
stirred and of even consistency—the 
berries being broken down. Then pour 
this liquid into a thick flannel jelly 
bag and let it drip into a porcelain ves- 


close to 200 degrees Fahrenheit. 
It 


should not be allowed to go over this 
point. It no thermometer is available, it 
Is best to heat the juice until it steams 
and then to take it from the fire be- 
fore it is allowed to boil. It should 
then be poured into a glass or enam- 
eled vessel and allowed to settle for 
24 hours, after which it can be drained 
from the sediment and run through 
some form of cloth filter. The strained 
juice is then put into clean bottles 
and sterilized once more ia a water 
bath.

Lighting System in. the City of 


Grand Rapids, Wisconsin 


Whereas, the owners of more than 


one-half of the taxable frontage abut- 
ting on portions of Grand Ave.. Vine 
street, First street and Second street 
have petitioned for 
an 
ornamental 


street lighting system beginning at 
the Scott Library Building 
on. the 


east side and terminating near the 
St. Paul depot on the- west side, and, 


Whereas, the comomn council has 


heretofore considered and determined 
that such Ornamental Street Lighting 
System shall be installed according to 
the prayer of the petition; one-third of 
the cost of such installation to be 
borne and paid by the city at large; 
two-thirds of such cost td be paid by 
property owners according to the tax- 
able frontage; and that the mainten- 
ance of such ornamental street light- 
ing system shall be paid by the city at 
large for a period of five years from 
and after the installation, now there- 
fore,

Th» common council of the city of 


Grand Rapids do ordain 89 follows: 


Section 1.—The city of Grand Rap- 


ids does hereby establish an ornamen- 
tal street lighting system on the por- 
tions of Grand Ave., Vine street, First 
street, and Second street beginning at 
the Scott Library building on the east 
side, and terminating near the bt. 
Paul depot on the west side as shown 
on plans and specifications for said 
Ornamental Street Lighting System 
now on file at the city clerk's office. 
— Section 2. The cost of the installa- 
tion of such Ornamental Street Light- 
ing System to be paid for as follows: 
$27ooq.OO.-.to'be paid out of the fund, 
for commercial and industrial pur- 
pose fund; one-third of the balance of 
the cost of such installation to be paid 
for by the city at large and and the 
remaining two-thirds to be paid for_by 
the abutting property owners.

'same to be levied: and assessed along 
with other taxes as provided by law 


according to the respective amounts of 
foot frontage of the different owners 
on such streets. 


Section 3—The city of Grand Rapids 


at large shall pay for the mainten- 
ance of such Ornamental Street Light- 
ing System for a period of five years 
after the installation thereof. 


Section 4—The Board of 
Public 


Works is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to immediately proceed with 
the installation of such ornamental 
street lighting system by advertising 
for bids and entering into a contract 
with the lowest responsible bidder for 
the furnishing of all labor and mater- 
ial necessary to complete the Orna- 
mental Street Lighting System pro- 
vided that said total cost does not ex- 
ceed the sum of $9,000.00. 


Section 5. This ordinance 
shall 


take effect and be in force from and 
after the date of its passage and pub- 
lication.
